Hoavler are chirged with
ndultery. On the way to the jall a very
desmatie seene oceurred in which Mrs,
Hoovier fuluted, and these in charge
ware compelled to oarry her part way up
the hill. When In the jull =he fuinted
again and & physiciar was quickly sum-
moned, whio found ths young woman in
n very serfous condition, “Thoy wore
placed In spparate cells and Mrs, Hoovler
was made ws com fortalile as possible,

“Wednesduy morning the glopers were
giyen a hearing before 'Squire Keichline,
Hore snother sad and really pathotio
seene opcurred,  The effects ol M,
Hoovlor's atincks during the pight ron-
dered her 4o weak that she sent word to
hier usband, who was in town, W eoma to
see her, e refused her request, whore-
upon she demandedto be brought down
to the hesring, When on the way down
she again faluted and was brought ioto
the justice's office 1in that condition, when
she beepme hysterical and would pit
eously plend: ‘Send for uama.
